classed as partisan politics. 
Republicans and Democrats 
alike who understand the aims 
and techniques of communism, 
put aside their political 
differences when it comes to 
facing this modern-day men- 
ace. For example, the Com- 
mittee of One Million, which 
alerts us to the facts about 
Red China, contains the names 
of men and women of all shades 
of political opinion.

Secretary McNamara says

policy.’ Every military man 
who has his career at stake, 
and who understands Washington 
gobbledegook, knows what that 
means. He has only to be re- 
minded of what happened to 
General Walker. In case there 
are any doubts left in his 
mind, on the same day on which 
Secretary McNamara issued his 
order (the New York Times 
headlined it ‘McNamara Bans 
Partisan Talks’) an Air Force 
information officer in Cali- 
fornia was transferred to 
Alabama because he made some 
speeches. Were they ‘partisan 
political’ speeches, as the 
muzzlers would like us to be- 
lieve? No, they were anti- 
communist speeches. In anoth- 
er instance, Major A. E. 
Roberts has charged that his 
ten-year career as an Army 
information officer was halt- 
ed because he assisted General 
Walker in formulating the 
anti-communist training course 
for our troops in Germany, 
All this leads some observ- 
ers to believe that the 
Kennedy administration — per- 
haps under the prodding of 
the ivory-tower New Frontiers- 
men — has put itself in the 
path of a powerful boomerang. 








These observers couple the 
drive against anti-communist 
officers with Secretary 
McNamara’s phrase that any- 
thing they say must be ‘in 
accordance with established 
national policy.’ The observ- 
ers correctly state that the 
time is past in America when 
you can be neutral about com- 
munism — that if you are not 
anti-communist then it must 
be assumed that you are pro- 
communist. Therefore, they

ELEANOR AND THE UN

MAN’ S HUMANITY 

AN AMERICAN EPIC, Vol. 3, by 
Herbert Hoover, 592 pages, 
Regnery, Chicago, $6.50. 

With this volume, former 
President Herbert Hoover com- 
pletes the monumental story 
of American succor of the 
hungry, the weak, the dis- 
possessed during and follow- 
ing World War I. The first 
volume told the full story of 
the epochal struggle to save 
Belgium and Northern France 
from the devastation of war. 
The second volume told the 
story of the effort behind 
the front lines in 45 famine- 
stricken nations. This last 
volume tells of the battle 
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‘acting contrary to official 
United States policy.’ The 
telegram was sent two weeks 
ago; at our last check there 
had been no reply from Presi- 
dent Kennedy. But his Secre- 
tary of State saw fit last 
week to appear on a TV show 
with Mrs. Roosevelt, where he 
took occasion to remark that 
if the Berlin crisis deepen- 
ed it would be turned over 
(we’ll give you one guess) to 
the tender mercies of the 
United Nations.

against hunger on the front 
lines in the same nations. 
Mr. Hoover directed them all. 
Had he made no other con- 
tribution - and he has made 
many — to easing the lot of 
his fellow men on this earth, 
he could be justly proud of 
this one alone. Yet in his 
innate modesty, he injects 
himself as little as possible 
into the story, letting the 
documents and facts speak for 
themselves. But the American 
people can be equally proud, 
for this is truly An American 
Epic — an inspiring story not 
of man’s inhumanity to man 
but of his humanity. 








Aside from its sheer inter- 
est, there are two aspects of 
the current volume that have 
special significance today. 
The first has to do with the 
communist mind — the type of 
mind with which some of our 
foolish leaders still believe 
a rapprochement is possible. 
The present volume contains 
the complete story of the 
successful effort of .the 
American Relief Administra- 
tion, which Mr. Hoover head- 
ed, to save millions upon 
millions of Russians from 
starvation in the terrible 
famine of the early 1920’s. 
At the time, Soviet officials 
fell over themselves to ex- 
press their gratitude to 
Herbert Hoover and the Ameri- 
can people. But ‘gratitude’ in 
the Soviet lexicon is an 
instrument of state policy. 
It wasn’t long before com- 
munist writers and propagand- 
ists began distorting all the 
facts about the American re- 
lief effort. Distortion is 
perhaps too mild a word be- 
cause, according to the Rus- 
sians, Herbert Hoover became 
a dirty capitalist who wanted 
to make money for himself out 
of the relief effort -— they 
actually accused him of mur- 
dering the people whom he 
helped save from starvation! 
As Mr. Hoover says: ‘The 








communists soon began to re- 
alize that an expression of 
gratitude to a free nation 
was a violation of the pri- 
mary tenet of communism.’ 

The other important aspect 
of the story, in these days 
of government -to- government 
handouts, is the manner in 
which this gigantic relief 
effort was carried out. There 
can be little doubt that Mr. 
Hoover accomplished a great 
deal more with a thousand 
dollars than our Washington 
handout bureaucracy accom- 
plishes with a million. How 
did he do it? First, his ef- 
fort had the wholehearted 
support not only of the Amer- 
ican people but of the peo- 
ples, including their govern- 
ments, whom he was trying to 
help. Second, while there was 
governmental support for the 
effort, large parts of it 
were supported by private 
contributions. Third, the 
money was handled by dedi- 
cated volunteers, many of them 
distinguished members of 
their communities — not by an 
army of federal bureaucrats 
whose primary interest is 
that they continue to feed at 
the government trough. Most 
important of all, in the final 
analysis, Mr. Hoover was deal- 
ing directly with people -not 
with governments. The result 

















was that he brought to them, 
in the name of the American 
people, food to fill their 
empty stomachs, clothing to 
cover their bare bodies, 
medicine to heal their wounds, 
and seed to fertilize their 
devastated acres. It is too 
much to hope, we suppose, that 


the Washington giveaway bu- 
reaucrats will compare this 
with roads that crumble, 
machinery that hungry and il- 
literate people don’t know 
what to do with, and marble 
palaces for heads of ‘emerg- 
ing’ nations.
